Snow was falling along the

NEW YORK (AP) - Jacques 


Cousteau and his undersea ad- 
ventures returned to ABC Tues- 
day for another series of special 
reports, in this instance a fasci- 
nating study of the gray—or 
desert— whale. 


Cousteau's ocean-going labo- 


ratory, the ship Calypso, fol- 
lowed the 35-ton mammals from 
their 
summer residence, the 


Arctic Ocean, through their an- 
nual 5,000-mile journey to shal- 
low lagoons off Baja California. 


The huge creatures, facingex- 


tinction by hunters, return south 
to mate and bear their young. 
While Cousteau's 
cameramen 


risked their lives repeatedly to 
get pictures of whale courtship 
rituals, the animals roiled the 
waters so it was impossible to 
get anything on film. The cam- 
eramen failed, too, in efforts to 
film the birth of a whale. But 
there was some remarkable un- 
derwater photography of mating 
whales. 


The most interesting portion 


of the program showed efforts 
of the Calypso crew to save a 
baby whale, injured and strand- 
ed on a beach. 


While cameras recorded the 


details, the men treated 
its 


wounds, returned it to the water 
and attempted to substitute a 
man-made formula for its moth- 
er's milk. Since this was a true- 
life story, the little— one ton- 
whale died. The viewer felt al- 
most as sorry as the Cousteau 
crew.

vate Institute for Policy Studies 
released the document to news 
men. 


"The FDL Paper," as the in- 


stitute called it, outlined a com- 
prehensive 
lobbying effort on 


Capitol Mill with the help of men 
from industries bidding for the 
project. 


The Navy described the 1967 


document as "a working status 
report." 


In response to, written ques« 


tions whether the FDL program 
was typical, the Navy's state- 
ment said : 


"The FDL program was un- 


precedented in many ways, in- 
cluding its military function, 
manner of design and proposed 
total package procurement. The 
unprecedented 
nature 
of the 


program imposed special re- 
quirements, including congres- 
sional briefings." 


"The 
FDL Paper" made it 


clear the number of briefings 
given congressmen, especially 
those in key committee posi- 
tions, depended on whether they 
supported the fleet proposal, the 
Navy's billion-doUar answo • to 
the Air Force's giant C5A Gal- 
axy transport plane.

Sikes, D-Fla., chairman of the 
military 
subcommittee of the 


House Appropriations Commit- 
tee, the paper said: "Sikes en- 
thusiastically supports the pro- 
gram. No further direct action 
necessary." 


The notation for Sen. Richard 


B. Russell, D-Ga., then Senate 
Armed 
Services 
Committee 


chairman and the man whose 
opposition was the primary in- 
gredient in blocking the Navy 
proposal, read: "The senator 
was not responsive. Direct con- 
tact by Army-Navy personnel 
required." 


The paper listed some con- 


gressmen as having been con- 
tacted by men from Lockheed 
Aircraft 
Corp., Litton Indus- 


tries, Inc., or General Dynamics 
Corp., the three firms bidding 
for the project. 


Spokesmen for the firms said 


such exchange of information 
between the industry and mili- 
tary men was not routine. The 
Lockheed spokesman questioned 
the validity of the paper. 


The paper listed eight House 


arid Senate members who had 
already been sounded out on the 
project and named 10 other con-

The memo also listed news

Precautionary Measures 
Control Cold's Miseries 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


The season of the common 


cold has started. On any late 
fall or early winter day, 20 
to 35 million Americans are 
suffering from a cold. Many 
of them, especially the chil- 
dren, will have four or more 
recurrences before 
spring. 


Although the average cold in 
an adult lasts about two 
weeks, children's colds usu- 
ally last a little longer. El- 
derly persons are less likely 
than others to catch cold. 
This may be because their 
blood has developed more 
antibodies or because they 
usually have less close con- 
tact with children. 


To prevent catching a cold, 


you should avoid g e t t i n g 
chilled or overheated, not 
because this will cause a 
cold but b e c a u s e it will 
lower your resistance. The 
same is true of neglecting to 
get enough sleep, exercise or 
p r o p e r nourishment. Your 
s l e e p i n g room in winter 
should not be heated. This is 
more important than getting 
a lot of "fresh air." Above 
all, you should avoid crowds 
and people known to have 
colds. 


Colds, like most infectious 


diseases, are most conta- 
gious in the early stages. 
Every sneeze 
fills the air 


with t h o u s a n d s of virus- 
ladened droplets, so cover 
your mouth and nose when 
you sneeze. Eating utertsi-ls 
used by a person with a cold 
should be kept separate from 
the rest or washed in boiling 
water. Only disposable hand- 
kerchiefs should be 
used, 


and after they are used they 
should be burned. 


When one p e r s o n in a 


household has a cold, all 
members should wash their 
hands frequently, especially 
b e f o r e outing and a f t e ' r 
touching another prrson. A 
soap thai i: o ri t a i n s hcxa- 
chlorophone will afford the 
best protection.

pressured our European allies to 
let the canal go. Most Americans 
at the time approved that policy— 
but all it did was to close down 
the canal to this very day and 
heighten the belligerency of the 
Middle East, whose so ft-talk had 
split 
up the united 
front of 


Britain, France, and the United 
States. De Gaulle never forgave 
our double-cross of France— 
and history may well show he 
was justified. 


Suez was our positive mistake. 


Our other mistake in the Mid- 
dle East was a negative one. 
Egypt wanted a big dam, but 
the United States cancelled the 
financing in order to pressure 
Egypt on some other question— 
and our poker game ended dis- 
astrously. Egypt not only got the 
financing from Russia but invited 
Russia to fill the arms and dip-

created 
by 


American mistakes in the Mid- 
dle East. 


Apparently we Americans have 


bften running world diplomacy 
from a reading ol our own his- 
tory books—instead of attempt- 
ing to understand foreign people 
whose books and outlook are 
decidely different. 


Of course we're right—but 


being right doesn't win outside 
your own country. 


We're a lot younger than the 


former British empire—but at 
the rate we're going we won't 
last a fraction of the centuries 
it ruled as No. 1.

A swing to the right in Israel's 


n a t i o n a l election Tuesday 
strengthened the nation's hawks 
and slightly weakened the posi- 
tion of Prime Minister Golda 
Meir's Labor coalition. But the 
vote represented overwhelming 
ratification of Mrs. Meir's un- 
compromising 
defiance of Is- 


rael's Arab foes and of the con- 
demnations of the United Na- 
tions. 
Israel's 71-year-old 
prime 


minister looked glum as she 
pored over election returns indi- 
cating that her coalition of four 
Labor parties would lose its ma- 
jority in the 120-seat Knesset, or 
parliament. 


Returns from more than half 


of the 3,474 precincts indicated 
Labor would win about 58 seats, 
which would be a loss of five. 
The right-wing opposition Gahal 
party appeared to be winning 25 
seats for a gain of three. Minor 
parties were vying for the re- 
maining seats. 


The results are expected to 


cause no significant changes in 
the defense policies of Mrs. 
Meir's so-called National Unity 
government 
which

members of all major factions 
including 
Gahal. 
But 
Gahal, 


having gained while Labor lost 
ground, 
may demand one or 


more key Cabinet posts instead 
of its present two ministers 
without portfolio. 


Gahal advocates outright an- 


nexation of the Arab lands cap- 
tured in the 1967 war. Labor's 
campaign platform was to re-

88 Prisoners 
Are Released 
by Saigon

SAIGON (AP) - The Saigon 


government pardoned one of its 
leading Buddhist critics today 
and released 88 Viet Cong pris- 
oners of war as part of its ob- 
servance 
of South Vietnam's • 


National Day Nov. 1. 


President Nguyen Van Thieu 


pardoned Thich Thien Minh, the 
dissident monk imprisoned last 
March on a charge of harboring 
draft dodgers and deserters. A 
spokesman said Thien Mlnh— 
thich is Vietnamese for the Bud- 
dhist title venerable—would be 
set free as soon as formalities 
were completed. 


More than two thirds of the 


Viet Cong freed were women. 


Virtually no public fanfare at- 


tended the release of the POWs 
at numerous locations across 
the country although it was one 
of the largest groups of prison- 
ers, ever freed. 


A government spokesman had 


announced Tuesday that 24 pris- 
oners would be released for 
"humanitarian reasons." But 
there was no explanation why 
1he government did not make 
the additional releases the occa- 
sion 
for 
a 
big 
propaganda 


splash. 


A spokesman said 63 of the 


prisoners turned 
loo.se were 


women who had been held at a 
women's 
POW camp at Qui 


Nhon, 275 miles northeast of 
Saigon. Most of the 25 men 
came from the big POW camp 
at Bien Howa, 15 miles north- 
east of Saigon. 


One woman was released in a 


brief ceremony at Saigon's City 
Hall and three others at Bien 
Hoa. The government gave each 
400 piasters—$3.40—and pack- 
ages of clothing, blankets and 
other items. 


The South Vietnamese govern- 


ment has released about 1,000 
prisoners of war, by unofficial 
count, over the years. The larg- 
est group was 140 set free on 
Nov. 30, 1968. 


The releases sometimes have 


been in reciprocation for re- 
leases by the Viet Cong and 
sometimes 
to mark holidays.

On the battlefields, the allied

Fighting in 
Lebanon Is 
Intensified

Lebanese imps and Arab 


guerrillas battled today across 
deep valleys and craggy ridges 
near the Syrian border while in 
Beirut, the capital, pro and anti- 
guerrilla student factions fought 
at the American University, 


the renewed fighting between 


the guerrillas and the army 
units centered around Rashaya 
in eastern Lebanon. The Leb- 
anese government has been try* 
ing to curb the guerrillas' at* 
tempts to use the country as a 
base for strikes against Israel, 
fearing painful Israeli retali- 
ation. 


The bark of heavy machine 


guns and the crunch of mortars 
echoed through the rocky defiles 
all day. The exchanges ap- 
peared to be from fixed posi- 
tions, with no evidence of any 
movement by either side. 


The Lebanese army Is estab- 


lished firmly and in strength in 
a fortress which crowns the 
steep mountain on which Rasha- 
ya was built. The Lebanese flag 
continued to fly as proof that 
the guerrillas had failed to take 
the fortress when they launched 
a frontal assault against it Tues- 
day. They left half-a-dozen dead 
by the tunnel-like main gate be- 
fore they withdrew two miles 
down the road to the villages of 
Aiha and Kfar Kouk. 


These are only a couple of 


miles from the Syrian border, 
on the slopes of Mt. Hermon 
which rises majestically to 9,050 
feet. 


At the American University, 


in Beirut, about 200 students 
supporting the Lebanese gov- 
ernment in the dispute with the 
guerrillas stormed the arts and 
science building, 
which had 


been seized and occupied by 
leftist pro-guerrilla elements. 


Shouting ' 'iteMnon' and inde- 


pendence" and carrying a Le- 
banese 
flag, 
the attackers 


ripped down guerrilla posters 
and photographts of Ernesto 
"Che" Guevara, the Cubav re- 
volutionary who has been lion- 
ized by the 'Arab guerrilla 
movementm 


The 
proguerrilla 
students 


fought back and a number of 
students on both sides were in- 
jured. Riot police made no ef- 
fort to enter the university. 
They guarded campus exits to 
prevent the violence from spill- 
ing into the streets. 


In Israel, a swing to the right
